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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments witli respect to claimi , 2, 1 1 , and 12 liave been 
considered but are moot in view of tine new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claimi, 2, 11,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yoshimura et al (US 6,204,886). 

Regarding claimi ,11, Yoshimura et al discloses an image recording and 
reproducing apparatus, comprising: a tuner configured to tune a live signal (see fig. 3 
tuner); a first decoder configured to decode the live signal outputted from the tuner (see 
fig. 2 element 57); a second decoder configured to decode a time shift signal, wherein 
the time shift signal is a time delayed signal of the live signal output ted from the tuner ( 
see fig. 3 element 82); a signal processing unit configured to process the decoded live 
signal outputted from the first decoder and the decoded time shift signal outputted from 
the second decoder (see fig.3 element 58); and a display unit configured to 
simultaneously display the processed live signal and the processed time shift signal in 
accordance with a first and second display mode (see fig. 11, column13 line1-8) and in 
response to a user selection, controllably switch between the first and second display 
mode (see column13 line1-8, "the reproduction video image is displayed in the master 
picture plane 3D and the video image by the real-time broadcasting is displayed in the 
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slave picture plane 3C. This display can be also reversed"), wherein, in the first display 
mode, the display unit is controlled to simultaneously display the processed live signal 
and the processed time shift signal on a main screen and a sub-screen of the main 
screen, respectively, wherein, in the second display mode, the display unit is controlled 
to simultaneously display the processed time shift signal and the processed live signal 
on the main screen and the sub-screen of the main screen, respectively (see fig.1 1 ; 
columIS line1-8), and wherein the display unit is controlled to display a progress status 
bar indicating the current reproducing position of the time shift signal compared to the 
reproducing position of the live signal (see claimi and 9, " visually and graphically 
displaying a time difference between said received television broadcast and said 
television broadcast data reproduced from said recording medium"). 

Regarding Claim 2,12, Yoshimura discloses the image recording and 
reproducing apparatus according to claim 1 , further comprising a recording/storing unit 
configured to record and store the time shift signal (Fig. 3 element 80).
